For the Examiner's convenience, Applicants have set forth below the 
paragraph beginning at line 31 of page 7 with deletions in brackets and additions in 
underlining showing only the changes made by way of the present amendment. A 
separate page is attached showing the amendments to this paragraph with markings 
to show changes made relative to the issued patent.
